If the legislature of Louisiana 
now wants to interpose with 
force, it may get the same an- 
swer which John C. Calhoun re- 
ceived from Andrew Jackson. 


The South Carolinian, in 1832, 
defied the government with inter- 
position and said he would raise 
10,000 troops to defend his theory. 
Old Hickory said that was all 
right. He would raise 30,000 to 
put down interposition and, if 
necessary, hang Mr. Calhoun as 
one seeking to overturn the gov- 
ernment. Mr. Calhoun then and 
there abandoned the theory of in- 
terposition. It has not been raised 
since until certain wooly-minded 
extremists, who believe states 
rights to mean the right to ignore 
the Constitution of the United 
States when, and if, the state 
chooses, started urging it. 


Disservice 


Those persons who deceived so 
many di Southerners into 
believing their country had done 
an improper thing, and that the 
Supreme Court had acted illegal- 
ly, have done us all a great dis- 
service. Those who so cynically 
betrayed the people into believ- 
ing that a state is sovereign and 
has ghe right to interpose its av- 
thority against the federal Con- 
stitution are responsible for most 
of the mob violence and mis- 
understanding of the processes of 
Constitutional law. 


The Louisiana Legislature knew 
better. It was, as one of its mem- 
bers said, making a fool of itself 
before the eyes of the workd: 


If we had sovereign states 't 
could not have a United States 
with a central government. After 
the Revolution, the 13 colonies 
tried a confederation in which 
each was sovereign. It was im- 
mediately paralyzed. It was saved 
from disaster by the adoption of 
the Constitution in 1789. The gov- 
erning section hasn't been 
changed since it was adopted, al- 
most 200 years ago. It says: 


“This Constitution and the laws 
of the United States which shall 
be made in pursuance thereof 

. . Shall be the supreme law of 
the land, and the judges in every 
state shall be bound thereby, any- 
thing in the constitution or laws 
of any state to the contrary not- 
withstanding.” 


Court Order 


That is why, once a Constitu- 
tional interpretation has been 
made a part of a court order, 
it is the law of the land. No legis- 
lature or state court can change 
it or set it aside. 


A great many Southern people 
did not approve the court’s school 
decision. But they were willing to 
put their country, its laws and 
its courts first. But there came 
voices from men in rather high 
positions, saying the states were 
sovereign and would interpose to 
prevent. There came the Klans 
and the Citizens Councils telling 
them the court had acted illegal- 
ly, that the Communists were be- 
hind it, that they must resist. 

All this was a tragedy. It has 
produced the. mobs because the 
people have been deceived. 

If people know the truth they 
will reason things out. 

The truth is worth repeating— 
in the light of the federal deci- 
sion in Louisiana—there are no 
states rights which can defy Con- 
stitutional rights. ‘The Supreme 
Court of the United States is com- 
posed of learned, patriotic Amer- 
icans. There is no Communist in- 
fluence in their decision. It said 
that under the Constitution no 
American citizen has more rights, 
or less, than any other citizen.

WASHINGTON — Sens. Hubert 
H. Humphrey of Minnesota and 
George A. Smathers of Florida 
have been tapped for key lead- 
ership roles in the 87th Congress. 


Humphrey is the choice of Pres- 
ident-elect John F. Kennedy and 
Vice President-elect Lyndon B. 
Johnson for majority whip or 
assistant leader. Smathers is 
their choice for chairman of the 
Senate Democratic Conference. 


MANSFIELD LIKELY 


In these posts, they will offi- 
cially rank second and third in 
the party’s Senate hierarchy be- 
hind Sen. Mike Mansfield of Mon- 
tana, the prospective majority 
leader. 


Their selection was reported by 
well-posted sources Thursday in 
one of several developments, in- 
dicating that Kennedy and John- 
son were moving to establish har- 
monious working relations be- 
tween the party’s factions in the 
Senate. 


RIGHTS ENTERS PICTURE

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Reappraisal Offers 
Counties a Chance 


Recommendations by a House-Senate 
committee headed by Rep. Arthur Bolton 
of Griffin opens the way for a state- 
sponsored tax reappraisal program which 
every progressive-minded county should 
welcome and support. 

Aware that a major roadblock to re- 
appraisal is the lack of local funds to fi- 
nance it, the committee requests that the 
General Assembly make a million dol- 
lars available for loans to counties which 
need help in hiring trained workers for 
a reassessment program. This could be- 
come a sort of revolving fund to keep the 
process going. 

The mere fact that the loan program is 
being proposed is an argument for re- 
appraisal. Shackled by unrealistic assess- 
ments, the majority of Georgia counties 
finds it more and more difficult to meet 
minimum local needs. If they want to 


survive, they must adopt a “boot-strap” . 


operation to save themselves. 

The program would be voluntary, 
perhaps the only way to secure legisla- 
tive approval. But the problem has be- 
come one of voluntary salvation or in- 
voluntary bankruptcy. 

The committee also offers other sensi- 
ble suggestions which conscientious tax- 
payers should welcome. It aims a blow at 
cheaters on homestead exemptions; rec- 
ommends enactment of a motor vehicle 
registration act, also aimed at cheaters; 
suggests removing boards of tax assessors 
from some present political pressures and 
proposes a measure which would permit 
municipalities to expand funds for equal- 
ization programs. 

Recommendations of the committee 
would not insure automatic statewide re- 
appraisals. This the General Assembly. 
probably would not accept at the pres- 
ent time. But at least they offer a be- 
ginning. which, if successful, could mush- 
room into a constructive statewide pro- 
ree 

Admittedly the proposals do not go 
far enough. But if a start can be made in 
untangling the wholly unrealistic prop- 
erty evaluation structure that is stran- 
gling local communities-and the state as 
well, we will be making progress.

Ribicott Is Good Man 
For Welfare Department 


President-elect Kennedy announced 
his first Cabinet appointment yesterday 
and it was a good one, His choice of Gov. 
Abraham Ribicoff of Connecticut to head 
the Department of Health, Education and 
Welfare, confirms rumors to that effect 
and rewards an able man whose record 
of public service has been truly outstand- 
ing. 

One of the most popular governors the 
normally Republican state of Connecti- 
cut has ever had, Ribicoff has shown 
great ability to work with divergent ele- 
ments in giving the state a constructive 
and progressive administration. He is re- 
spected and liked throughout the nation. 

Appointment of Gov. G. Mennen Wil- 
liams of Michigan to the post of assistant 
secretary of state for Africa will be more 
controversial. But here, too, the presi- 
dent-elect has chosen a man who could 
be elected governor of Michigan for six 
consecutive terms largely because of his 
popularity among nationality groups in 
the state. He declined to seek a seventh 
term. 

‘Williams, a millionaire, has. had his 
troubles with a Republican legislature. 
He is far from popular with less liberal 
elements of the Democratic Party. He is; 
however, an able, well-educated man 
who is well acquainted with the nation’s 
international problems. He is qualified 
for the post to which he has been named.

Penal reform, court reform, new laws 
—all these things and more would do 
much to check the acceleration of crime. 
The longer.we wait to move against the 
threat of increasing crime, the harder 
it will be to effect any relief at all.

Klan Spews Iis Venom 
On Schools and Laws 


We sincerely wish as many persons as 
possible to know and to meditate on the 
Ku Klux Klan’s position on education 
and on law enforcement. These positions 
were made public at a Wednesday night 
meeting in Atlanta. 

On schools the Klan’s legal advisor 
mouthed advice: “Let’s close them up 

. Let’s burn them up,” rather than 
accept a court order. 

This does not surprise us. It fits into 
the past history of the KKK niind. 

We have one suggestion. Let the Klan 
set up its own system of schools, exclu- 
sively for children of Klansmen. We rec- 
ommend they then be staffed exclusively 
with teachers drawn from Klan mem- 
bership. Teachers and children can blink 
owlishly at each other through masks and 
cheer wildly about their subject matter 
just like those at the rally did. . 

On law the Klan speakers declared 
they stood for law and order and love of 
fellow _man. They then proceeded pub- 
licly to declare hatred for Jew and Ne- 
gro and to pledge defiance of law, with 
buckshot if need be, when the courts 
differ with Klan principles and preju- 
dices. The buckshot promise came from 
the Imperial Wizard himself, drew loud 
cheers and reflects Kluxers’ thinking. 
Hate literature was passed out, a dessert 
for the KKK to feed upon. 

We want everyone to know just what 
the Klan stands for in education and law- 
lessness and will continue to cooperate 
with it in advertising its positions. 
They are: 

Close or burn down all the schools 
rather than obey law. 

Use buckshot if the law is contrary 
to Kian beliefs.

Southerners have argued around this problem for years. Usually 


the argument is for one or the other: Tradition is more important 
than progress, is one theme; progress demands theejettisoning of tra- 


dition, is the other. 


The most famous defense of tradition appeared 30 years ago in 
a book called “I'll Take My Stand.” It was written by 12 young 
Southerners identified with Vanderbilt University who took a stand

for the Southern way of life ‘“‘against what may be called the Ameri- 


can or prevailing way . 
in this phrase: 


.” The two ways of life they summed up 
“agrarian versus industrial.” 


The book touched off a national debate, but ‘one that soon sub- 
sided. Even then the South was committed to industrialism, whether 


it was ready to accept it or not. 


One of the Agrarians was a Georgian, John Donald Wade. Wade 
lives in retirement today in Marshallville, probably the most beauti- 
ful of Georgia’s smal! towns. It is a town that owes its existence to 
the plantation South and a drive down its streets evokes the charm 
and grace of the Old South as no history book can. It also is a good 
example of what happens to agrarian pockets in times of industrial 
change: There is practically no way to make a living there; most 
of its residents work at the bus factory in Fort Valley or at Warner 
Robins: many residents are agrarians who have put their land in 
the soil bank and moved to town. 


The best argument in favor of progress at the expense of tradition 


also came from Vanderbilt. It is found in the book, 


“Southern Tra- 


dition & Regional Progress,” by William Nicholls, published this 


year. 


Nicholls (he teaches economics; most of the 12 Agrarians were 
teachers of literature and would find this distinction symbolic) is just 
as certain of his views as the Agrarians were of theirs. He says the 
South must choose between tradition and progress because Southern 


tradition has “essential elements... 


which are irreconcilably at 


war with regional economic progress.” 

Few people seem to want to try to wed tradition and progress. 
John Crowe Ransom was asked in 1952 about the changes in the 
South since “I'll Take My Stand.” He said, ‘‘My principal concern now 
is that the South may make the best of its new economy, know 
precisely how it works and use its new power well.” 

There should be some way it can do that and retain the charm of 


its tradition, if not the substance.

Working Envoys: 
Whatll They Be? 


WASHINGTON—What kind of working-level 
diplomatic face will we turn to the world in the 
oncoming Kennedy administration? Will it be the 


face of socially-minded Ivy Leaguers interested most of all in 1 wel 
farism and the progress of liberalism? 


This often was the face of the 
field diplomatic corps of the 
Roosevelt - Truman era, even 
though its most distinguished sec- 
retaries of state, Cordele Hull and 
Dean Acheson, were themselves 
practical men concerned more 
with power than with reformist 
programs. 

Will it be the bluff face of Big 
Business so influential in the di- 
plomacy of the Eisenhower years 
—even though, here again, secre- 
taries John Foster Dulles and 
Christian Herter were not them- 
selves symbols of Big Business? 


Or will the new working di- 
plomacy’s face be more that of 
the trained politician, tougher and 
more savvy than the Ivy League 
type, and less tactless than the 
tycoon type? 

These are more basic questions 
than they might at first appear 
and perhaps more basic even 
than the identity of the new sec- 
retary of state. For among the 
new winds now blowing is a wind 
which warns us that a fresh start 
at the working diplomatic level 
is highly desirable, in many 
places at least. 


- One of the great problems (and 
great opportunities) for Presi- 
dent-elect Kennedy is simply this: 
To find ambassadors and lesser 
representatives to serve abroad 
with tough-minded flexibility and 
the capacity to act quickly in 
crisis, 

There should be no more auto- 
matic obedience to routine State 
department directives from Wash- 
ington. There should be no more 
unwise bowing to all the auto- 
matic techniques and attitudes of 
the past. The new ambassadors 
should be neither bookish reform- 
ers nor men whose whole back- 
ground has been in commerce. 


It is time to give a chance to 
the young politicians, not the 
slavishly partisan politicians who 
in their profession have learned 
how to deal with people. We need 
men not afraid to file and forget 
all the timid beaureaucratic cau- 
tions—don't do this thing, don’t 
get mixed up with that fellow— 
which flow from the State depart- 
ment just as they would flow 
from any other bureaucratic 
center.

Atlanta—I noticed a_ letter 
from a citizen the other day rais- 
ing the customary protest about 
police inclination to restrict the 
sale of firearms after an officer 
was killed in a tavern by a Negro 
carrying a cheap pistol.

(3) A three-day 
waiting period after a gun is 
bought before the purchaser can 
pick it up.

your limitations and I have no more business trying to send Christmas cards than a hog has with 
a saddle. I haven’t an address book to my name. I cannot keep a list of stuff I need at the gro 

cery store 10 minutes from now, much less a list of the names and addresses of all the people a8 
sent me Christmas cards last year. 


And even if I could I deplore 
the swapsy stuff at Christmas— 
you know, you-send-me-one-I- 
send-you-one. I figure a Christ- 
mas greeting is a lovely, spon- 
taneous handout to a friend and 
it’s not sporting during the sea- 
son of goodwill to keep score. 

The very idea of trying to 
send cards to all the people who 
send them to me causes me to 
break out in a cold sweat and 
eschew Christmas card sending 
forever.

Including parking garage, 
Peachtree Towers will extend 
along Baker from West Peachtree 
to Spring street.

CAR’S LETHAL WEAPON 


“Yet we have been far too lax 
in dealing with those who take an 
automobile, just as lethal a weap- 
on when misused, and head down 
a highway, two to four abreast, 
in their drag racing tactics.” 


At any rate, legitimate drag 
racers are not too happy about 
the broad use of the term. One of 
them, Spec.-5, George Kilmetz, of 
Fort Stewart, wrote: 


“The young men you describe 
are not hot rodders in the usual 
sense of the word. No true hot 
rodder would engage in such un- 
safe practices on a public high- 
way. 

CALLS IT RAT RACE 


“The action leading up to the 
crash was not a drag race, but 
a@ rat race.” 


' Kilmetz declared that “legiti- 
mate drag racers “deplore the 
use of the term ‘hot rodder’ to de- 
scribe these motorized morons.” 


A mother of a 17-year-old At- 
lanta boy called the Constitution 
to ask if the newspaper intended 
to publish anything about legiti- 
mate drag strips. 


RACING STRIPS HAILED 


“The series on the dangers on 
racing on public roads is fine,” 
she said, ‘‘and I think it is need- 
ed. But people should realize that 
there are fine young people, like 
my boy, who do all their racing 
on a reguiated strip. He would 
not think of racing on a road.”’ 


Regulated drag racing unques- 
tionably has been successfully 
used to cut down on racing on 
public roads. However, it still is 
controversial and is banned in 
some counties in Georgia. 

There are six drag strips with- 
in 100 miles of Atlanta. 


Clarke “County Sheriff Tommy 
Huff said the drag strip at Ath- 
ens significantly has reduced the 
number of road racing cases in 
that area. 


SITUATION IMPROVED 


“‘We used to have much more 
trouble,”’ Sheriff Huff said. ‘The 
situation began to get a lot better 
as soon as they opened up the 
strip here about two years ago.”’

Ted Edwards, who operates a | 
strip at Fairburn, contends that | 
not only do supervised strips 
take racers off the highways, but 
they also are safe for the racers. 


“This is the speed age,”’ Ed- 
wards said, ‘‘and those with the 
desire to try their hand at. it are 
going to do it one way or another, 
some place, some time. They 
might as well do it on a super- 
vised drag strip.” 


STREET RACING RIPPED 


Edwards said that he and other 
strip operators, as well as legiti- 
mate drag racers, emphatically 
oppose racing anywhere except 
on properly supervised strips. 


U.S. Junior Chamber of Com- 
merce local units in several states 
operate drag racing strips, main- 
ly to keep racers off the roads. 
They have reported success in 
this endeavor. 


Edwards said that in many 
states the State Patrol also co 
operates in drag race programs. 


STRIPS FAVORED 


An accident-reporting official in 
the Georgia Department of Pub- 
lic Safety said the department of- 
ficially frowns on drag strips, but 
he indicated he favors them if 
properly supérvised.

The proposed dock facility, if 
approved by the Legislature, 
would become Georgia’s third 
such inland port. The first has 
been..in operation at Bainbridge 
for the past two years and the 
second, at Augusta, is expected 
to be completed by next summer, 


The Early County port would 
be located near Cedar Springs, 
about 16 miles southwest of here, 
in the proximity of a huge new 
$42 million paper mill which will 
be under construction shortly. 


INSPECTS SECTION 


A legislative committee, headed 
by Baughman and instructed by 
the 1960 General Assembly te 
look into the Early port possibil- 
ity, inspected the proposed site 
along with Blakely and Early 
civic officials. 

Baughman said the Early port 
site has ‘‘a natural foundation” 
that would make construction 
‘less expensive than our other in- 
land ports.” 


‘“‘We've already got a navigable 
channel nine feet. deep,” said 
Baughman, adding that the Chat- 
tahoochee from the Gulf to the 
Early port site could easily ac- 
commodate “‘ocean-going barges.” 


PROJECT DISCUSSED 


Baughman said he’s discussed 
the project with “two or three 
members” of the State Ports Au- 
thority and received a ‘“‘very 
favorable reaction.’’ 


He said he anticipates ‘‘no trou- 
ble at all’’ in obtaining the 1961 
Legislature’s approval of the 
Early plan. 


It was pointed out that the pro- 
posed port would likely be heav-

Buy More : 
Arms, U.S. 
Asks Bonn

WASHINGTON—Negotiations on 
West German relief for the United 
States balance-of-payments prob- 
lem have already started in Bonn, 


Following up on points raised 
during last week's ‘talks between 
German and American authori- 
ties, a Pentagon official went to 
Bonn on Tuesday to discuss two 
possible lines of assistance — in- 
creased German buying of Amer- 
ican military goods for the Ger- 
man armed forces, and German 
financing for this country’s mili- 
tary aid to Greece and Turkey. 


PROSPECTS BRIGHTEN 


Officials here, believe there are 
good prospects of at least a $200 
million increase in German mil- 
itary procurement in this country 
—doubling the present yearly rate. 
Germany is understood to be less 
enthusiastic about taking on the 
Greek-Turkish air program, which 
cost $150 million last year. 


The Pentagon's negotiator in 
Bonn is Henry J. Kuss, Jr., plan- 
ning chief for military aid. He is 
presenting the Germans with a list 
of goods they might buy here, 
such as vehicles and missile sys- 
tems. They already buy Ameri- 
can F104 jet fighters, Matador 
missiles, tanks and electronic 
equipment, using funds they keep 
on deposit at the U.S. Treasury.

Rockefeller Refuses to J oin _

ROCKEFELLER DISAGREES 


Rockefeller said after an hour’s

called for collective leadership. 


It was all very well to consider 
Nixon as “titular head” of the 
party, Rockefeller said, but “‘the 
only real head is the Republican 
national chairman.” He stood pat 
on his statement in Albany, N.Y., 
Tuesday where he said the Re- 
publican chairman had to be so 
regarded when the party did not 
have the presidency between elec- 
tions. 


President Eisenhower sought to

LIU SUPPORTED 


Liu was reported during the 
three-week closed conference in 
the Kremlin to have rallied a 
number of the 80 odd Communist 
parties to the support of Peiping’s 
demand for more militant tactics. 
Albania and some Latin Ameri- 
can and Asian delegations were 
among his backers. 


Khrushchev, with the support 
of a majority including almost all 
the European parties, argued for 
continued application of his strat- 
egy of “peaceful coexistence.”

In a 6 to 1 decision reversing 
an order of the Fulton Superior 
Court dismissing the action, the 
Court of Appeals said the case 
presented a jury question. 


The suit by Floyd, state repre- 
sentative from Chattooga County, 
involves an Atlanta Journal story 
concerning a bill pending in the 
Legislature. 


The majority opinion by Court 
of Appeals Judge J. M. C. Town- 
send held that ‘‘where the court 
cannot say as a matter of law 
that a newspaper article does not 
tend to injure the plaintiff a jury 
question is presented.” 


Dissenting, Judge John FE. 
Frankum said a legislator can 
oppose a bill for any number of 
reasons, that the words cited were 
not libelous, and the claim that 
Floyd was subjected to embarrass- 
ment was a mere conclusion of 
the plaintiff unsupported by plead- 
ings.

Dear, Dr. Molner: I was re- 
cently X-rayed to see whether 
1 would have twins. Later your 


column state -X-raying the pel-| 
vie region of pregnant women} 
is not good. What aré the dan-}

I don't want any, fester t0.b¢ 
frightened of an X ray. And at 
the same time, I don't want any- 
one, patient or doctor, to assume. 
that radiation (X rays, fallout and 
natural) is to be ignored. — 


Could.I put it this way? It's 
like drops of water. If you were 
to be subjected to the constant 
drip of water it would in time do 
damage. Dripping water, as sim- 
ple a thing as that, can wear 
away the hardest stone, Yet this 
doesn't mean I would oppose the 
idea of taking a shower. Or being 
caught in the rain. 


Now let’s consider jt in a slight- | 
ly different way. Are you aware 
there is a slight but all-pervasive 
thing called ‘‘natural radiation’’? 
This is a very small but ever- 
present stream of rays emanat- 
ing from the earth itself. Let’s | a0 
say that by the age of 30 you 
have absorbed enough of these 
rays to be. represented by the 
number of 10 units. (That's just 
an arbitrary figure for illustra- 
tion.) 


Well, in addition, let's say the 
average amount of radiation we 
receive from medical X rays is 
five units, or half as much. That’s 
an average. A cancer patient, for 
example, may receive 1,000 times 
as much radiation as the person 
who has the usual X rays of teeth, 
chest or other areas. And beyond 
that, let’s say we all receive, from 
fallout, an amount represented by 
another five units. 


Total: 20 units. This represents 
an amount which will cause no 
demonstrable harm to anyone.

SPACE RESTRICTIONS 


The Decatur zoning ordinance 
allows apartments to be built 
anywhere but in the vicinity of 
Columbia Theological Seminary 
and West Ponce de Leon Avenue.

Bankruptcies a Record Here 


There has been a marked in-| 
crease in bankruptcies here this 
year, U. S. District Court records 
show. 


The bankruptcy figure here hit 
an all-time high in October and 
appears to be rising steadily. 


Easy credit is one reason given 
for the increase. Mismanagement 
is another. Georgia laws are held 
partly responsible. 


207 IN OCTOBER 

The 207 bankruptcy petitions 
filed in October topped all rec- 
ords, court officals said. The No- 
vember total will be in the neigh- 
borhood of 200, said Députy Court 
Clerk Clanton G. Anchors. 


Last year, there were about 100 
to 125 bankruptcy petitions month- 
ly in the court’s 13-county Atlanta 
division. This year, the total has 
been between 150 and 200 petitions 
almost every month. 


1,389 THIS YEAR 

Last year’s total of 1,329 bank- 
ruptcy cases was exceededn 
September this year. So fat this 
year, about 1,880 petitions have 
been filed. 


The local increase appears to 
be in line with a national trend. 
The 32,766 bankruptcy cases filed 
throughout the country in the 
third quarter of this year set a 
new record. The jump was un- 
usually large, said the adminis- 


CREDIT BLAMED 


J. Ellis Mundy, referee in bank- 
ruptcy here, said about 90 per 
cent of the bankruptcies involve 
ordinary folks—wage earners and 
consumers—who simply get over 
their heads in debt. 


“Everybody gets more credit 
than they ought to have,”’ he said. 


A smaller category of bankrupt- 
cies is businesses operating on in- 
sufficient capital. As Mundy puts 
it, they’re “running on a _ shoe- 
string, and the shoestring breaks.”’ 


PAYCHECKS PERILED 


“Georgia laws which exempt only 
a small share of the pay check 
from garnishment contribute to 
the bankruptcy toll, Mundy said. 
The low exemption tends to en- 
courage garnishments, since cred- 
itors can expect to get a healthy 
bite of the debtor’s pay check.

A Do-It-Yourself Last 


Is Courting Danger for Men and Women 


NEW YORK (WNS)—A do-it- 
yourself will, such as that pre- 
pared by the late John B. Kelly 
Sr., millionaire farther of Prin- 
cess Grace of Monaco, may be 
almost as dangerous as no will 
at all, in the opinion of many 


. attorneys. 


The dangers inherent in the 


' practice of writing a will with- 


out competent legal advice boil 
down to these: 


1. A will may be denied pro- 


bate should it be prepared im- 
properly and without the stipu- 
lated number of witnesses. In 
that event the estate may be 
distributed according to state 
law, frequently benefiting per- 
sons whom you wouldn’t want 
to have benefit. 


2. Inept language may bring 
about litigation, in which case 
there’s always the possibility of 
legal fees eating up some or 
all of the estate. 


3. An estate can be sued for

libel, and this can happen when 
lawyers are not consulted and 
a cantankerous fellow includes 
libelous statements about rela- 
tives and others in his will. 


4. Without expert advice on 
how best to minimize the tax 
bite taken by various jurisdic- 
tions, legitimate tax savings can 
be lost. Some lawyers feel this 
has been the case with the sub- 
stantial Kelly estate. 


More serious, though, is the 
failure of most of us to make 


out any will at all—. 

The main value of a will is 
that it permits a husband or 
wife to distribute his property 
as he wishes and to whom he 
wishes, with very few restric- 
tions. 

There is another good reason 
why a will is important: 

It allows survivors to sell 
the family home or other prop- 
erty, if that seems sensible, 
with much less red tape and 
expense than otherwise.

Then, when 
Joe Brown gave him the big break at 
Pittsburgh, Murtaugh produced the 
first Pittsburgh world champions in 
Jo years.

Fame hasn’t changed Murtaugh. He’s the same affable, 
sincere guy you knew in New Orleans. 


“Sure, we had a wonderful year,”’ Murtaugh said when a man 
offered belated congratulations on the world crown. “We had a 
great year for one reason. We had some great ball players.”’ 


—A Champion Is Always in Demand 


One noticeable difference that Murtaugh has noted in being 
manager of the world champions, instead of just another manager, 
is that people now pay him to talk. 


“I've been going from one banquet to another,’’ he said. “That’s 
about all I’ve been doing this winter, other than watching my kid 
play football.” 


Murtaugh’s son, Tim, is a 200-pound guard on the Chester, Pa., 
High School team, a senior who wants to play college football. 


“I don’t know whether he’ll play college ball or not,” Mur- 
taugh said. “But he was a pretty good high school player.” 


The modest Murtaugh eventually was steered back to the dra- 
matic seventh-game world series duel. Someone asked him to 
explain how he felt when Bill Mazeroski exploded his epic last-inning 
homer. 

“I felt numb at the moment,” Murtaugh said. “It.was sorta 
like novacaine. It wore off and it was a few hours later before the 
full impact that we had won it hit me. It’s a great feeling.”

Murtaugh departed to meet Buc boss Joe Brown, and you con- 
gratulate Mauch on a job well done. 


“Thank you very much,” Mauch said and smiled, “but how 
in the can you congratulate a man on finishing last? 


“T'll say this... it was an interesting experience, an experi- 
ence that I hope I don’t have again. We didn’t have the veterans 
to be a contender, so we played the kids. We've got some promis- 
ing young players, and I think they learned some things last sum- 
mer.”

Wildcats Picked 
In Title Clash

VALDOSTA, Ga.—Knowing not 
whether they'll find a champion- 
ship pot-of-gold or a “‘Dead End” 
sign, the Avondale Blue Devils 
will reach the end of the football 

rainbow here Friday night. 
Success has followed success 
along a 12-game chain for Calvin 
Ramsey’s impish Imps this un- 
predictable season. And still an- 
other must follow them into Val- 
dosta’s graveyard of champion- 
ship dreams if they are to claim 
Georgia's 1960 Class AAA crown. 


So many have challenged the 
Wildcats in their own habitat in 
the last 20 years, and so few have 
skinned the ‘Cats that the odds 
are heavy against the brash 
Avondalers accomplishing their 
mission. 


But come 8 p.m., they’ll be 
here trying to do the near im- 
possible, just as they did in 
1958 when they invaded Thom- 
asville and came out with a 
13-13 stalemate and a tie for 
the only state grid crown they 
ever owned. 


They'll bring with them a re- 
markable record of 3 victories 
in their last 35 battles and a quar- 
terback ‘(Ed Pritchett) who has 
been acclaimed the state’s most 
glittering AAA back. 


But matching records with Val- 
dosta, 110 on the season and 
champion of all South Georgia, is 
like arguing with a woman. It 
can’t be done with any chance of 
success. 


For the Wildcats in the 21 years 
of Coach Wright Bazemore’s re- 
gime have compiled a won-lost- 
tied chart of 168-34-4, won 7 state 
diadems and been runners-up 
twice. Bazemore-tutored elevens 
took it all in Class B in 1940 and 
1947, in Class A in 1951-52-53 and

Bazemore’s marvelous coach- 
ing job put this light, swift 
sophomore-studded squad _ in 
the winner’s circle two years 
early. And Ramsey’s clever 
offense, featuring split-second 
play timing and _ tripie-threat 
Pritchett’s excellence, have 
made Avondale a year-long win- 
ner. 


A duel between Pritchett, 170- 
pound senior, and Valdosta QB 
Bruce Bennett, 160-pound junior, 
is an almost certainty. Each 
gained 600 yards plus on rollouts. 
Pritchett scored 112 points, Ben- 
nett 72. 


Avondale is even more con- 
cerned, perhaps, over fleet Kenny 
Ruffer, a soph who ran for 419 
yards and smashed all Region 
1-AAA punt return records by 
hauling 28 boots 536 yards. 


And Bazemore has warned the 
Wildcats that Chuck Belcher, 
Jimmy Thompson, Andy Wiley 
and Tommy Carlisle can carry 
the mail, too. That quartet has 
rolled up 1,537 yards and 16 
touchdowns. 


Allen Holt, 180-pound senior 
center, is the leader of Valdos- 
ta’s tough, stunting and fast de- 
fensive corps. And Mike Her- 
ron, a cobra-like guard who 
weighs no more than 160 soak- 
ing wet, is the most accom- 
plished Avondale defender. 


Neither team has any key play- 
ers who weigh over 185. Tackle 
Larry Puckett, the Imps’ finest 
line blocker, weighs 175. And two 
very outstanding soph tackles, 
Bill Schroer and Bill Myddleton, 
are Valdosta’s “big men” up 
front. Billy Blocker, 175-pound 
defensive end, makes it almost 
impossible to run “‘outside.”’ 


Stanley Hunt, Avondale’s re- 
markable offensive center, weighs 
only 135, yet is one of the best 
around. Ronnie Campbell and 
Bruce Tallant, 160 and 170-pound 
guards are other Devil stickouts.

However, 
such teams as Houston, New York 
and Los Angeles would first have 
to clear their territory. 


The current problem of settling 
damages between the new Minne- 
sota Twins and the American 
Association for its St. Paul and 
Minneapolis franchises, prompted 
another améndment. In the fu- 
ture such disputes must be settled 
by Nov. 30 or go automatically to 
a seven-man arbitration commit- 
tee. The rule is not retroactive, 
according to Trautman, and would 
not apply in the present situation 
in which Calvin Griffith of the 
Minnesota team and the AA di- 
rectors still are locked. The AA 
rejected Griffith's latest proposal 
of $200,000 but left the door open. 
It is asking $1,600,000. 


Year after year the minors usu- 
ally pass legislation calling for 
restriction on major league radio 
and TV broadcasts into their ter- 
ritory. The majors always turn 
them down. This year the minors 
didn’t even pass it. The TV 
amendment lost by a 17-5 vote. 
In fact, the minors failed to pass 
an amendment that would have 
allocated World Series tickets to 
its clubs and leagues. 


An attempt to advance the 
deadline on which big league 
clubs can recall players from 
their minor league farms from 
July 31 to either May 15 or 
July 1 was defeated. The same 
July 31 deadline remains in 
effect.
